A couDle of weeks ago, I received a 
phnne call late one night from Illinois. It 
was from a man who had to get my name and 
phone number from his conference minister. 
He was a farmer, and Sunday School teacher 
in his rural UCC church. He wanted to know 
how he and his fellow farmers could help the 
farmers in drought-stricken Georgia and 
South Carolina. 

In tne course of the conversation, he told 
me about going into the pop-corn business 
after losing about 40% of his own farm due 
to financial difficulties. 

I was giad to put him in touch with the 
ecumenical relief office the Church World 
Service has set up in Atlanta to helD the 
farmers. Some hay from Illinois is now on 
the way to South Carolina to help meet the 
need.
